C.O.D. orders ac- 
cepted with deposit of 25% of purchase amount. 


Orders will be booked and reserved for future 
delivery when confirmed with a 25% deposit. 


PACKING CHARGES. No packing charges except for 
crating B&B stock necessary for shipment by com- 
mercial carrier. Charges will be made for actual 
cost of labor and materials and should not exceed 
10% of invoice. Please add this charge to order 
when crating of B&B stock is required.

Our digging and shipping season generally be- 
gins the latter part of October and extends until 
the middle of March. Potted stock may be shipped 
throughout the year. The azalea liners listed for 
spring delivery are shipped during April and May. 


Since every variety of Camellia japonica and 
sasanqua, Azaleas and Magnolias is not available in 
all sizes given in the group prices, the available 
sizes are given following the varietal descriptions. 
Where no indications are given all sizes are avail- 
able. 


CAMELLIA JAPONICA 


The Camellia japonica has long been acclaimed the 
“Aristocrat of the Southern Garden” and has in recent 
years gained much popularity in the floral trade. 
Blooming at a time when the garden is otherwise 
barren and its great range of colors and attractive 
forms make the Camellia japonica one of the most 
sought after plants today. 


Camellias grow in almost any soil, but well drained, 
good garden soil, a little acid in reaction, is more suit- 
able. A semi-shady location is preferable, especially 
when the plants are young. Free blooming cannot be 
expected in complete shade. 


The root system of the Camellia is rather coarse 
and does not transplant as easily as the Azalea. Being 
a gross feeder it responds well to fertilization. At the 
time of planting if the soil is not fertile enough, use a 
mixture of one-half garden soil, one-fourth well-rotted 
stable manure and one-fourth peat or leaf mold. Every 
winter or early spring apply well-rotted manure, bone 
meal or cotton seed meal or similar commercial fer- 
tilizer. Mulching with half-rotted leaves or peat is 
also beneficial. Attention should be given to watering 
as a humid atmosphere is preferred. Frequent syring- 
ing on the leaves helps a great deal during the dry 
summer months. 


Proper pruning is also essential; water shoots, dead 
or injured branches and twigs too close together should 
be pruned with care. General pruning should be done 
during the month of February so as to have the least 
effect on the flower buds. 


Red spider and various scales may attack Camellias, 
but these can be easily controlled. A good spray is 
Volek Jr. or Florida Volck used in the ratio of 1 to 
50 parts of water with one to two teaspoonfuls of 
Black Leaf 40 to every gallon of solution. Avoid, if 
possible, spraying in the late Fall or during the Win- 
ter as a severe freeze causes much damage when an 
oil spray is used. 


6-8”, 8-12” and 12-18” camellias are from 3, 4, 
and 5 inch pots or quart cans and will be packed 
for shipment in paper pots. All other sizes are 
field grown stock and will be dug balled and 
burlapped.

MRS. K. SAWADA (Plant Pat, 481) ... Named in 
memory of the late Mrs. Sawada, who devoted 
much time and assisted in the development of some 
of these new varieties. Flower full double, gar- 
denia type, imbricated, 3-34 inches, consisting of 
70 to 100 petals. Delicate pink shaded on white. 
Blooms heavily from February to March. As a cut 
flower has exceptional keeping qualities. Leaves 
small and of fine texture. Vigorous upright grower, 
compact with slender branches. 


K. Sawada 
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K,. SAWADA (Plant Pat. 431) ... The outstanding 
Camellia developed at Overlook. Flower pure white, 
very double and fully imbricated. Usually 4-5 inches, 
50 to 70 petals, the edges of which are rolled in- 
wardly and are symmetrically overlapping each 
other. When fully opened sometimes shows a few 
petalets or yellow stamens in the center. Free 
bloomer from January to March. Leaves medium 
in size and thickness, dark green. Vigorous grower, 
semi-upright, very compact and symmetrical.

CAMELLIA SASANQUA 


The popularity of the Camellia sasanqua has grown 
tremendously in the past decade. It is a fine ever- 
green shrub with beautiful flowers in the fall. Its 
foliage is small, dark shiny green with slender 
branches. It gives a softer tone and adds to the 
artistry of the landscape. There is no plant, in our 
opinion, more suitable for the southern garden than 
the sasanqua. a 


The sasanqua blooms in the fall, from September 
to December, and before the severe freezes. There- 
fore, it can be planted in a wider territory than the 
Camellia japonica and comes into bloom when nothing 
else is in color. It is much hardier than the japonica, 
grows in more different soils and withstands to a 
greater degree excess or lack of moisture, fertiliza- 
tion, etc. There is a large demand for the sasanqua 
as understock for grafting and it is probably the best 
understock.

AZALEAS 


There is nothing more colorful or more beautiful 
than azaleas in full bloom in the spring. Azaleas 
bloom in such profusion that each plant is a solid 
mass of color. With the introduction of many new 
early and later varieties it is possible to have them 
in bloom in your garden from February to June. Also, 
in recent years azaleas have been planted and grown 
successfully beyond the bounds of the Lower South 
and they are easily grown provided a few basic facts 
of its culture are observed. 


Azaleas thrive in acid soil; use plenty of leaf mold, 
pond muck, peat moss to acidify the soil and also to 
make it more suitable where it is sandy and porous 
and deficient in plant food or where the soil is stiff 
and compact clay. Lime or alkaline soil is poisonous 
and if it is to be used apply aluminum sulphate at 
the rate of one 4-inch pot full to a wheelbarrow of 
soil. 


As the azalea root system is very shallow, it dries 
rapidly. Apply sufficient water to keep roots moist. 
They will not, however, tolerate water saturated con- 
ditions so beds must be located where surplus water 
will drain quickly. Azaleas thrive best in partial shade, 
but dense shade should be avoided if good blossoms 
are expected. Larger and older plants may be planted 
in the full sun-light. 


The azaleas is not a gross feeder. If plenty of leaf 
mold or like organic matter is applied it does not re- 
quire any commercial fertilizer. Do not fertilize heavily 
as the root system is easily injured. If necessary ap- 
ply lightly well rotted manure or commercial fertiliz- 
ers such as Vigoro, tung meal or cottonseed meal. 


Red spider and thrip sometimes bother azaleas. 
Frequent spraying of the plants with water will usually 
eliminate this trouble, but if necessary spray or dust 
with a sulphur mixture. 


NOTE—The 4-6 inch and 6-8 inch azalea liners listed 
herein are bed-grown plants suitable for grow- 
ing on and lining out and are not finished 
plants. They are grown under glass during the 
winter and are ready to be shipped in the 
spring, generally about April Ist. They are 
grown in beds of pure peat and develop ex- 
cellent root systems and bushy tops.
